PLANTS MADE TO ORDER. 


R a d iu m R a y s Are Tried to Crea te N o - 
Va rieties o f Flo ra . 
Plants In the future may be made to 
order, according to Profes ;or (’. Stuar» 
Gager of the College of Agriculture 
who for the last i wo y ears lias be d 
exp erimenting with radium in the ag 
rieultural laboratories of the Univer­ 
sity of Missouri, at Columbia, Mo. 
An entirely new species of primrose 
has been originated by the use of ra­ 
dium, and it has held true to the new 
form through three generations of the 
plant. 
The color of the floxver xvas 
changed and the leaves changed from 
broad to narrow. 
In addition to cre­ 
ating new species it Is possible either 
to accelerate or retard the growth of 
seeds and p lants by exp osing them to 
the action of the radium ray s.

March 10.— If re com­ 
mendations made by th e senate com­ 
mittee on 
foreign 
relations 
are 
ac­ 
cep ted by congress, no American offi­ 
cial in the future xvill be allowed to 
accept, a foreign title. 
Also d ecora­ 
tions may be accep ted only in very 
rare cases for highly meritorious and 
extraordinary acts. 
These rules \x ore laid down by the 
comm ittee in p assing on some 200 odd 
decorations and gifts that are now in 
the p ossession of the state dep artment. 
The committee recommends that the 
relations be adopted by congress for 
guidance in 
future < ares. 
The 200 
decorations and gifts now in the hands 
of the state 
dep art ment 
were con­ 
ferred up on officials cf this country by 
foreign governments. T h e constitution 
oi the United States p revents the ac­ 
cep tance of the favors without the 
consent of congress.
